nois-..are set ;do.wn at 2,000,000,000 each. 
Indiana ,and .-Missouri fall a little short of 
those' figure's. Besides these no other single 
Stateexceeds 81.000,000,000. . - • • ' ; • • 
; 


Distributing these sums among the entire 


population we find thai the wealthiest Stales 
are, as might be expected, are tht>so which 
gurrounil'tbe great cities, coming in order as 
follows: NewYork,'Massachusetts,Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey .and California. In each of these 
States tho property amounts to more than 
one thousand dollars per head. ;Next come 
the older Western Statcsy Ohio Illinois Indl- 
ana,'.Missouri, Wisconsin, Iowa and Michi- 
gan, the border States of Maryland andDel- 
eware, the New England States ofTermont 
and New Hampshire, and the new State-of 
Nevada, all these averaging a little more than 
$600 lor each inhabitant.

The rate of taxation,singularly/enough, 


is highest in those .States where the popula- 
tion is the least; thus Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Mississippi bear the heaviest burdens, 
while New Torli and Pennsylvania are taxed 
the 'lightest;- The falo in No* York Is $7 47, 
in Massachusetts 8.11 63, and in Louisiana 
$21 85. Considering the rate of taxation" per' 
capital,'however; the order ia somewhat 
changed;-Nevada is first, but next come 
Massachusetts, California, Connecticut, Now 
York and New Hampshire, in each of which 
the rate is above ten. dollars. , Louisiana, in- 
stead of tbe second, is the eighth, on the list, 
and Pennsylvania, from the thirty-sixth,

In the way of national taxation Louisiana 


is burdened with a tax of S73 03 for each 
member of her population. Massachusetts 
comes next, then Nevada, Virginia, Tonnes- 
aee,,Maryland and New York.

A Claim for Back Par. 


A special despatch to a Boston paper 


says: 
Air. Fool has presented a report to 


the Senate In favor of paying a claim of the 
heirs of Lieut. Joseph Wbcaton of -Ilhode 
Island lor half pay from 1780 notll-1818.. 
It appears that Lieut. Joseph Whoaton 
served in Col. Angcll's regiment, of, the 
Rhode Island line, from the commencement 
to the close of the Revolutionary war; that 
his father and ten brothers al! held commis- 
sions as officers In the British service, and 
that he alone sacrificed his home and do- 
mestic tics for the cause ot liberty; that he 
was disinherited by his falher, Uol: Caleb 
Wheatnn, who commanded a regiment of 
British pioneers, who to the day r-f his 
death never forgsvo his son for what he 
considered a disloyally to the King of Great, 
Britain, in joining tbe Yankee rebels; that 
on the lllh of May, 1775, and long before 
wat- was declared, he joined a band of vol- 
unteers and look an active part m capturing 
the Mnrgsretta and two other armed British 
schooners, which was of great service to us 
in after times, and was the 'first advantage 
gained over our chetnleg on the waters.

this service he received a severe sabre 
wound on the head, which troubled his

average yield of orange .trees in that State 
is set down at about 1,500 for each - tree. 
Assuming seventy trees to an acre aud 1,000 
oranges to the tree, the product of 70,000 
oranges would result. As thesa would sell 
at $20 per thousand, an orangery often acres 
would give a gross revenue of $14,000, which, 
reduced by one-half to Include all contin- 
gencies of poor crops, Ac., would leave 
^7,000 as the almost certain value of 'a 
season's growth. 
At Los Angeles, recently, 


a single crop was sold for f 20,000, while the 
entire outlay due to pruning, taking care of 
the ground, an attendance of the growing 
fruit was not more than fSOO. As an Invest- 
ment there Is probibly ,no better one. than 
that of a few thousands of dollars In planting 
an orangery—say in Florida. The original 
cM would be slight; end after a few years, 
when the trees berln to bear.the returns ofa 
good season—barring any possible loss from 
froet,which is the great enemy of the orange 
grower—will quite cover the expenses entall- 
el. After that a comfortable Income ipjy 
confidently be anticipated from thai proceeds 
of the yearly crops.
